Houston, Sept. IO.—Additional par­ 
ticulars ju st received of the storm in 
Galveston show that about 1500 people 
were drowned and $10,000,000 worth of 
property destroyed.

All the bathhouses on the beach wore 
destroyed and attendants drowned. 
The Sealy hospital was destroyed and 
most of the patients drowned. 
The grain elevators were destroyed, 
one of them containing 1,000,000 bush­ 
e s of wheat. 
The Ball high school aud the Rosen­ 
berg school buildings were destroyed 
and many persons w hohad taken refuge 
in them killed. 
Eight big steamships in port were all 
wrecked. 
All three of the railroad bridges and 
the oounty bridges across to the m ain­ 
land at Virginia Point were swept aw ay 
and the bridge tenders and their farni- 
litss drowned. 
The loss of life and property is simply 
appalling. 
It was the most severe storm 
that ever visited Galveston. 
The entire

“ Washington, ,Sept. IO. — President 
McKinley has handed his letter of ac­ 
ce plan ne of the Republican nomination 
for president of the United States to the 
chairman of the 
notification

mittee of his party. 
The letter is 
quit** lengthy and go*-* into details con­ 
cerning the policy of the administra­ 
tion in the Philippines. 
After pointing oat the benefits of the 
present tariff law, the president briefly 
reviews the legislation of the present 
congress. 
The letter speaks of the pros­ 
perous condition of the entire country, 
saying that industrial and agricultural 
conditions are more promising than they 
have been before in many years.

The 
president advocate the building of the 
Clinal to connect the Atlantic and Pa- 1 
rifle.

He reviews the 8{ianish war, the cession 
of Puerto Rico ami the Philippines, and 
goes into lengthy details a-* to the lat­ 
ter. 
He says the Cuban people have : 
almost reached the stage when they will 
be in complete control of a government 
of their Own. 
He lay s the blame of the 
condition of the Philippines upon the 
Democrats and says: 
“Those who profess to distrust the j 
liberal honorable purposes of tjfeadmin- i 
iseration in its treatment of the Philip­ 
pines are not justified. 
Imperialism has 
no plltce iii its creed or conduct. Freedom 
! is a rock upon which th*- Republican 
■ party was built and now rests. 
Liberty 
is tho great Republican doctrine for 
which the people went to war and for 
which a million lives were offered and 
billions of dollars expended to make it 
a lawful legacy of all without the con- 
1 sent of master or slave.
